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PREFACE 


Tuts book has been prepared for use in the Presby- 
terian Church of South Africa at the instruction 
of the General Assembly of 1918, who, in answer 
to “the widely expressed desire for a: greater 
degree of order, dignity and uniformity in certain 
special Services and Ordinances of the Church,” 
appointed a small Committee to compile a manual 
for the guidance of ministers and laymen. The 
members of this Executive Committee felt from 
the outset that the draft copy should be the work 
of one of their number, aided by the suggestion 
and subject to the criticism of the other members. 
This method was adopted as tending to secure a 
certain unity of plan, style and arrangement ; and 
to the Convener was entrusted the task. A draft 
copy was prepared, and, having been duly amended 
and revised, was circulated throughout the Presby- 
teries. It was, thereafter, submitted to the General 
Assembly of 1919, who authorised its publication 
and sanctioned its use. 

It is almost needless to state that in issuing it 
there is no thought of superseding or discouraging 
the use of the Westminster Directory for Public 
Worship, the Scottish Book of Order, and the 
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other standard manuals which have appeared from 
time to time for the guidance and help of Presby- 
terian ministers, at home and abroad; but these 
do not always provide for the peculiar needs and 
obligations of our Church in South ‘Africa. It is 
not claimed that this book will satisfy the desire 
or even win the approval of all, especially in a 
Church so varied and mixed in respect of ecclesi- 
astical tradition and practice; but the aim has 
been to incorporate all the best elements and 
traditional usages of the Presbyterian Church, and, 
indeed, of all the Reformed Churches holding the 
Presbyterian system in the matter of worship. 
There has been no attempt to introduce alien forms 
or ceremonies ; the tendency has been, rather, to 
return to the more ancient offices and prayers of 
the Scottish Kirk, which furnish for us the most 
satisfying examples wherewith to beautify and 
enrich our orders and forms of Service. At the 
same time, a place has been found for other ancient 
and venerable forms of prayer, which are the 
common, and, in the true sense, Catholic heritage 
of Christendom. 

It should be understood that these Services are 
not intended to be read or said ipsissimis verbis, or 
profess to be anything more than specimen forms, 
to be altered or adapted as each minister may 
deem proper. Even in the rubric, the permissive 
“may” or ‘“‘ will” is largely used instead of the 
more restrictive “ shall’; and such directions as 
are given are only designed to enable ministers to 
follow a certain defined, though by no means 
inflexible, rule in the conduct of the Church’s 
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Services, that all things may be done decently and 
in order. 

The composite nature of this book makes the 
grateful duty of acknowledgment somewhat diffi- 
cult. So far’as seemed necessary, permission to 
borrow material has been asked ; but if copyright 
has been infringed, or material used without 
acknowledgment, it is by oversight. A detailed 
list of sources and acknowledgments will be found 
in the Appendix. 

The Convener is especially indebted to the 
Presbyterian Board of Publication, United States 
of America, for their most generous permission to 
make use of the Book of Common Worship. The 
Chairman, Dr. Louis F. Benson, communicated 
this action in the following terms : 


‘““ RESOLVED: That the Presbyterian Board 
of Publication is very happy to grant to the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
of South Africa the use of such material from 
the Book of Common Worship as may be 
desired. 

‘“‘ The Board, without laying down any con- 
ditions as to such use, would suggest a prefer- 
ence for having the selected material used 
without alteration, believing that such a 
measure of uniformity would be agreeable to 
both Churches.” 


Thanks are also due to the trustee of the late 
Rev. Dr. John Hunter, and to the Publishers 
(Messrs. J. M. Dent & Co.), for having kindly 
allowed the use of certain prayers from ‘“ Devo-

his thanks are also due to the Rev. Allan Munn for 
typing and circulating copies of the original draft :

in revising the proofs. 

In commending to the Church these results of 
imperfect but honest effort, the Convener, in the 
name of the Committee, expresses the hope that 
they will be used, under God, for the enrichment 
of the worship and the deepening of the devotional 
life of the Church, to the glory and praise of Him 
Who is the beginning and the end of all our worship, 
and without Whose blessing no word or work of 
ours is of any avail.

THE ADMINISTRATION OF BAPTISM TO

9 The Sacrament of Baptism should, as far as possible, 
be administered in the Church, and in the presence of 
the Congregation.

§| Then the Parents, with the Child, shall present them- 
selves before the Minister, who may say : 


arise is a sign and seal of the Covenant of 
grace. Every covenant which God made with 
man had a sign as well as a promise attached to it ; 
and every covenant included the child with the 
parent. So also in Baptism the promise comes to 
us and to our children, both in word and in sign. 

This Service is one of thanksgiving and 
testimony, of recognition and dedication, and 
the appointed means of entrance into the Church 
of Christ. 

It is a service of thanksgiving for all the sweet 
and solemn hopes which shed their light on the 
new-born ; for the gift of a new life brought into 
the world and into your home. 

It is a recognition of God as the Source of life ; 
a confession that He has come very near to you in 
this new blessing, and of your new need of wisdom 
and strength. 

It is a testimony to the fact that all children are 
the children of God, and that Christ claims them 
as His own. 
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It is, lastly, a Service of dedication, of this 
child to the holy will of God, and of you the 
parents. to new fidelities. It will devolve upon 
you, to make him realise by your devotion to 
God’s Word and God’s House, by the purity of 
your life in the home, the meaning of this ordinance 
and the power of our holy religion. 

Forasmuch, then, as you desire and claim the 
grace that is herein promised and offered for your 
child, you will now engage, on your part, to perform 
those things which God requires of you, that the 
goodwill and pleasure of your heavenly Father may 
not be hidden from your child. 

§| Here the Minister shall address the following ques- 
tions to the Parents, to which they shall make answer : 

Do you, professing the Christian faith, desire 
that this child should be baptized into the same ; 
and do you promise, God helping you, to bring 
him up therein ? 

Answer. Ido. 


§| Then the Minister shall say : 


Gans O Lord, to these Thy servants grace 
to perform this that they have promised 
before Thee : 

And sanctify with Thy Holy Spirit this child, 
now to be baptized according. to Thy Word: 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

4] Then, the Congregation standing, the Minister shall 
come to the font, and taking the Child in his arms, or 
leaving it in the ayms of the Parent, he shall name the 


Child, pouring or sprinkling water upon him and 
saying ; 
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N , I baptize thee in the Name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 


§| Here the Minister shall bless the Child in these 
words : 


‘T HE Lord bless thee and keep thee; the Lord 
make His face to shine upon thee and be 

gracious unto thee; the Lord lift up His counte- 

nance upon thee, and give thee peace. Amen. 


§] Then, handing the Child back to the arms of the 
Parent, he shall add : 
HIS Child is now admitted into the congrega- 
tion of Christ’s flock, in the good hope that 
he shall never be ashamed to confess the faith of 
Christ crucified, and to continue Christ’s faithful 
soldier and servant unto his life’s end. 


§| Then shall the Minister say : 
Let us pray. 


a Lee and everlasting God, heavenly 

Father, we give Thee humble and _ hearty 
thanks that Thou hast numbered us amongst Thy 
people, and dost also call our children unto Thee, 
marking them with this Sacrament, as a singular 
token of Thy grace and love. 

Wherefore, we beseech Thee to confirm Thy 
favour more and more towards us, and to take into 
Thy care and defence this child, whom we offer 
and present unto Thee with common supplications. 
Grant that he may ever be Thy child, and that he 
may never be ashamed to confess the faith of 
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Christ crucified ; but may continue His faithful 
soldier and servant, and so prevail against evil, 
that in the end he may obtain the victory ; through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Endue these Thy servants into whose keeping 
Thou hast entrusted this little one with a wise, 
loving and faithful spirit.

Sanctify, also, this holy ordinance to us all;

the glory of Thy holy Name; and this we ask 
through Jesus Christ, our only Lord and Redeemer. 
Amen.

4] It may be more convenient to hold this Service in 
private, but always in the presence of witnesses, and of 
one or more of the Elders. 


§] The Candidate appearing before the Minister, he 
shall say : 


HiE42 the words of the institution of this holy 
Sacrament, as delivered by our Lord and 
Saviour, Jesus Christ, to His disciples : 

All power is given unto Me in heaven and in 
earth. Go ye, therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the Name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost : teaching them to 
observe all things whatsoever I have commanded 
you: and lo, I am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world. 

St. Peter also, on the day of Pentecost, called 
upon the people saying, Repent and be baptized, 
every one of you, in the Name of Jesus Christ, for 
the remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. 

Dearly beloved, you have come here freely and 
openly to be baptized, according to the ordinance 
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of Christ, into the Name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost. It is your solemn 
desire to dedicate yourself to the loving service of 
the God into whose Name you are to be baptized ; 
taking the Father to be your Father, the Son to be 
your Saviour, and the Lord, the Holy Ghost, to be 
your Sanctifier and Comforter. 

Forasmuch, then, as you are desirous of receiving 
Baptism, it is only meet that you give answer, 
faithfully and sincerely, before God and _ these 
witnesses, to the questions we have now to ask. 


4 The Minister shall then say : 


Do you receive and profess the Christian faith, 
and in this faith do you desire to be baptized ? 


Answer. Ido. 


Do you confess your sins, and turn from them 
with godly sorrow, and put all your trust in the 
mercy of God, which is in Christ Jesus; and do 
you promise in His strength to lead a pure, humble 
and holy life ?

§| Then the Minister may say :

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{| Then the Person to be baptized shall kneel by the font, 
and the Minister, pronouncing his name, shall pour or 
sprinkle water upon his forehead, saying :

§| Here shall the Minister bless the Person baptized : 


The very God of peace sanctify you wholly : 
and I pray God your whole spirit, and soul, and 
body, be preserved blameless unto the coming of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 


§| Then he shall add : 


We receive this brother into the congregation of 
Christ’s flock, in the confidence that he shall never 
be ashamed to confess the faith of Christ crucified, 
and to continue Christ’s faithful soldier and 
servant, unto his life’s end. 


§| Then the Minister may use this or the like Prayer. 
Let us pray. 


LMIGHTY and ever blessed God, we render 
unto Thee most humble and hearty thanks, 

for Thy great goodness in giving us a place within 
Thy Church, and marking us with the seal of Thy 
love in this holy Sacrament. Bless, we beseech 
Thee, this Thy servant who has now been baptized, 
that the grace of the Lord Jesus Christ may make 
him strong for the work and the warfare to which 
he has been called. May he fight the good fight 
of faith and endure unto the end; so that, at the 
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last, he may have entrance unto Thy kingdom of 
light ; through Jesus Christ, to whom with Thee 
and the Holy Ghost be glory in the Church, through- 
out all ages, world without end. Amen. 


¥ The Service may be closed with this Ascription : 


New unto Him that is able to keep you from 

falling, and to present you faultless before 
the presence of His glory with exceeding joy; to 
the only wise God, our Saviour, be glory and 
majesty, dominion and power, both now and ever.

§] Those who profess theiy faith in Christ, and desire 
publicly to confirm the vows made for them in Baptism, .

§] The Session being satisfied concerning their fitness, 
and having ascertained that they have been baptized, 
theiy admission shall take place in pyresence of the 
Congregation, the Elders also being present. 


§| At the appointed time, the Candidates being placed 
in order before the Minister, he shall say : 


‘T HOSE who now stand before us desire publicly 

to confess their faith in Christ, and to be 
received into full Communion with His Church : 
Their names are... . 


| Then having invited the Congregation to stand, the 
Minister shall address the Candidates in these, or the 
like, words : 


Dearly beloved, in your Baptism you received 
the sign and seal of your engrafting into Christ, 
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and were solemnly pledged to be the Lord’s. For- 
asmuch as you now desire to confirm the covenant 
then made on your behalf, to take upon yourselves 
the obligations of Christ’s disciples ; it is meet that 
you make public confession of your faith, remember- 
ing the words of the Lord Jesus: Whosoever shall 
confess Me before men, him will I confess also 
before My Father which is in heaven. 

Do you now, in the presence of God and of this 
Congregation, own and confess the Lord Jesus 
Christ as your Saviour and Lord ; and promise, with 
the aid of the Holy Spirit, to be His faithful 

disciples unto the end ? 


Answer. Ido. 


Do you promise to persevere in the diligent use 
of the means of grace, earnestly seeking in all 
things the peace and welfare of the Church, which 
is the Body of Christ ? 


Answer. Ido. 


And these things you profess and promise, as 
God shall give you grace and as you shall be 
answerable to Him ? 


Answer. Ido. 


§| Then the Minister (vatsing his hands, if such be his 
discretion, over the heads of those kneeling before him) 
will sav :

§] Then shall follow this, or the like, Prayer.

LMIGHTY God, our Father, Source of all our 
strength, and hope; we give Thee thanks 
for these Thy servants who have even now witnessed 
a good confession ; and we most earnestly beseech 
Thee of Thy great mercy to perfect in them the 
good work Thou hast begun; that they, being 
defended by Thy Fatherly hand and strengthened 
by Thy Holy Spirit, may be enabled to keep this 
covenant without spot, irreproveable, until the 
day of the appearing of our Lord Jesus Christ.

§] Here the Minister shall give the right hand of fellow- 
ship to each of the newly received members in turn ;

§] Thereafter the Minister may give a brief Address 
followed by a Hymn and the Benediction :

THE ORDER OF MARRIAGE. 


J On the entrance of the Bride a Hymn may be sung. 


§| The persons to be married being present in the Church 
with a sufficient number of witnesses, the Man standing 
on the vight hand of the Woman, the Minister shall say : 


E are met here in the sight of God and in the 

presence of this congregation (before these 

witnesses), to join together this man and _ this 
woman in holy wedlock. 

Marriage is an honourable estate, instituted of 
God in the time of man’s innocency ; beautified and 
adorned by Christ’s presence at the marriage in 
Cana of Galilee; commended by His Apostle as 
honourable in all, and consecrated as signifying 
unto us the mystical union between Christ and His 
Church. 

It is therefore not to be entered on lightly, or 
thoughtlessly, but reverently, discreetly and in the 
fear of God, duly considering the ends for which 
it was ordained. 

It was ordained for the continuance, comfort 
and happiness of mankind, and was sanctified as 
the foundation and bond of family and social life. 
For this cause shall a man leave his father and 
mother and cleave unto his wife, and they twain 
shall be one flesh. 

Tf 
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Into this holy estate these two persons are now 
come to be joined. Therefore if any one can show 
just cause why they may not be lawfully joined 
together, let him now declare it, or else hereafter 
forever hold his peace. 


| Then speaking to the Persons who are to be married, 
the Minister shall say : 
I REQUIRE and charge you both, as in the sight 
of God, and remembering your responsibility 
to Him, that if either of you know any impediment 
why you may not be lawfully joined together in 
marriage, ye do now confess it.* 


§] Lf no unpediment ts alleged or confessed, the Minister 
shall say : 
ORASMUCH as no impediment has _ been 
alleged or confessed, let us invoke the Divine 
blessing on the union now to be formed. 


§| Then, the persons kneeling, the Minister shall say : 
Let us pray. 


A Mucary God, our Father, the Author and 
Giver of all good things ; we, Thy servants, 
do humbly give Thee thanks for the daily blessings 
of our life, for health and gladness, for the joys of 
home and the happiness of friends. We thank Thee 
for love, sweetest of all gifts, sanctified by the 
institution of marriage which Thou hast ordained. 
* Marriage officers resident in the Cape Province and Natal are enjoined 
(Section 7, Marriage Order in Council’ to ask each of the contracting parties to 
make the following declaration : 


I do solemnly declare that I know not of any lawful impediment why

N., wilt thou have this man to be thy wedded 
husband, and wilt thou pledge thy troth to him, in 
all love and honour, in all duty and service, in all 
faith and tenderness, to live with him and cherish 
him, according to the ordinance of God, in the 
holy bond of marriage ? 
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§| The Woman shall answer : 
I will. 


| Then the Ministery shall say : 


Who giveth this Woman to be married to this 
Man ? 
{| After the parent or guardian of the Woman has duly 


answered, the Minister shall cause the Man and the 
Woman to join hands : 


In token of the covenant which you are now 
about to make, take each other by the right hand. 


| It is proper that all present should stand during the 
taking of the vows. The Congregation should be 
veminded of this, if need be. 


q Then the Minister shall say to the Man: 


Do you M., take N., whom you hold by the 
hand, to be your lawful wedded wife ; and do you 
in the sight of God and in the presence of this 
congregation (before these witnesses) promise and 
covenant to be to her a loving, faithful and dutiful 
husband, till God shall separate you by death ? 


§| Either, the Man shall answer : 
I do. 


§| Or the Minister may cause the Man to repeat slowly 
after him : 


I, M., do take thee N., to be my lawful wedded 
wife, and do, in the presence of God and before

(Section 7, Marriage Order in Council) to ask each of the contracting parties to 
make the following declaration : 

I do solemnly declare that I know not of any lawful impediment why

So 
ought men to love their wives as their own bodies. 
He that loveth his wife loveth himself. For no 
man yet hated his own flesh, but nourisheth and 
cherisheth it, even as the Lord the Church. 

Therefore let every one of you in particular so 
love his wife, even as himself; and let the wife 
see that she reverence her husband. 


4] Here the Ministery may give an Address in some such 
words as these : 


MY friends, let me remind you of the vows you 

have taken and of the fellowship in which 
you now stand. You are called on to live together 
in love, and you must know that this is no light 
matter. For although you are one in the sight 
of God and men, yet are you two in nature and in 
temperament. And so you will need the grace 
of God to help you to suffer one another in all 
things, that you may live as it becometh man and 
wife to do. Be true to yourselves; be true to 
each other ; be true to God. 
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Go forth together, man and wife, upon the great, 
wide road that we call life. Go forth together, 
made strong in faith and brave with hope, and in 
the memory of Him who walked these ways before 
you; who joyed and sorrowed and endured all 
things, even as we must. Go forth together and 
may the blessing of God abide with you, and the 
peace that passeth understanding. 


¥ Then may be sung a Hymn ; after which the Minister 
shall say the following, or some other Prayer.

THE ORDER FOR THE 
BURIAL OF THE DEAD. 


§ When there is to be a Service at the house of the 
deceased person, before proceeding to the place of burial, 
some of the following passages from Holy Scripture may 
be read. 


"THE Lord is my shepherd: I shall not want. 
He maketh me to lie down in green pastures : . 
He leadeth me beside the still waters. 

He restoreth my soul: He leadeth me in the 
paths of righteousness for His Name’s sake. 

Yea, though I walk through the valley of the 
shadow of death, I will fear no evil: for thou art 
with me; thy rod and thy staff they comfort me. 

Thou preparest a table before me in the presence 
of mine enemies : thou anointest my head with oil ; 
my cup runneth over. 

Surely goodness and mercy shall follow me all 
the days of my life: and I will dwell in the house 
of the Lord for ever. 


Weeping may endure for a night, but joy cometh 
in the morning. 

Cast thy burden on the Lord and He shall sustain 
thee. 
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God will comfort His people, and will have mercy 
upon His afflicted. 


For a small moment have I forsaken thee ; but 
with great mercies shall I gather thee. In a little 
_wrath I hid my face from thee for a moment ; but 
with everlasting kindness will I have mercy on 
thee, saith the Lord thy Redeemer. 

Love is strong as death; many waters cannot 
quench it, neither can the floods drown it. Love 
never faileth. 


If a man die, shall he live again ? 

Jesus said, I am the Resurrection and the Life : 
he that believeth in Me, though he were dead, yet 
shall he live. And whosoever liveth and believeth 
in Me shall never die. 


Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who according to His abundant mercy 
begat us again unto a living hope by the resur-

For we know that if our earthly house of this 
tabernacle be dissolved, we have a building of God, 
an house not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens. 


The righteous hath hope in His death: Let me 
die the death of the righteous and let my last end 
be like his. 

Precious in the sight of the Lord is the death of 
His saints,

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They shall hunger no more, neither thirst any 
more; neither shall the sun light on them, nor 
any heat. And there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying; neither shall there be 
any more pain; for the former things are passed 
away. And God shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes. 


Glory be to the Father, and to the Son, and to the 
Holy Ghost ; as it was in the beginning, is now, and 
ever shall be: world without end. Amen. 


§| After the reading, the Minister shall speak in Prayer 
of that which is in his heart, concluding with the Blessing : 


Now the God of peace, that brought again from 

the dead our Lord Jesus, that great Shepherd 
of the sheep, through the blood of the everlasting 
covenant, make you perfect’in every good work 
to do His will, working in you that which is well- 
pleasing in His sight, through Jesus Christ; to 
whom be glory for ever and ever. Amen.

THE BURIAL SERVICE. 


§] The Minister, meeting the Body of the Dead at the 
entrance of the Cemetery, and going before it towards 
the grave, shall say : 


I AM the Resurrection and the Life, saith the 
Lord, He that believeth in Me, though he 
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« 
were dead, yet shall he live ; and whosoever liveth 
and believeth in Me shall never die. 


I know that my Redeemer liveth, and that He 
shall stand up at the last upon the earth. And 
after my skin has been thus destroyed, yet without 
my flesh shall I see God. 


Our help is in the Name of the Lord, who made 
heaven and earth. 

4] When ail ave assembled at the grave, the Minister 
shall vead some of the following passages from Holy 
Scripture : ; 

ORD make me to know mine end and the 
measure of my days, what it is: that I may 
know how frail I am. 


Behold Thou hast made my days as an hand- 
breadth ; and mine age is as nothing before Thee. 
We spend our years as a tale that is told. 


(For the aged.) 


[The days of our years are threescore years and 
ten: or even by reason of strength fourscore ; yet 
is their strength labour and sorrow ; for it is soon 
cut off, and we fly away. | 


So teach us to number our days that we may 
apply our hearts unto wisdom. 


O satisfy us early with Thy mercy : that we may 
rejoice and be glad all our days. 


Make us glad according to the days wherein 
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Thou hast afflicted us: and the years wherein we 
have seen evil. 


And let the beauty of the Lord our God be upon 
us: and establish Thou the work of our hands 
upon us; yea, the work of our hands establish 
Thou it. 


Like as a father pitieth his children: so the 
Lord pitieth them that fear Him. 


For He knoweth our frame: He remembereth 
that we are dust. 


As for man, his days are as grass: as a flower 
of the field so he flourisheth. 


For the wind passeth over it, and it is gone: 
and the place thereof shall know it no more. 


But the mercy of the Lord is from everlasting 
to everlasting upon them that fear Him: and His 
righteousness unto children’s children. 

To such as keep His covenant: and: to those 
that remember His commandments to do them. 


God is our refuge and strength, a very present 
help in trouble. Though He cause grief, yet will 
He have compassion according to the multitude 
of His mercies. 

He doth not afflict willingly, nor grieve the 
children of men. 

Let us, therefore, regard not lightly the chasten- 
ing of the Lord; for whom the Lord loveth He 
chasteneth. 
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The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken away ; 
blessed be the Name of the Lord. 


Now is Christ risen from the dead, and become 
the first fruits of them that sleep. For since by 
man came death, by man came also the resurrec- 
tion of the dead. For as in Adam all die, so also 
in Christ shall all be made alive. But each in his 
own order: Christ the first fruits: afterward they 
that are Christ’s at His coming. 

For this corruptible must put on incorruption, 
and this mortal must put on immortality. So 
when this corruptible shall have put on incor- 
ruption, and this mortal shall have put on im- 
mortality, then shall be brought to pass the saying 
that is written, Death is swallowed up in victory. 
O Death, where is thy sting? O grave, where is 
thy victory ? Thanks be to God who giveth us 
the victory, through our Lord Jesus Christ. 


Glory be to the Father and to the Son; and to 
the Holy Ghost ; as it was in the beginning, is now, 
and ever shall be, world without end. Amen. 


§] And these, at the discretion of the Minister. 


We would not have you to be ignorant concerning 
them which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, even 
as others who have no hope. For if we believe 
that Jesus died and rose again, even so them also 
which sleep in Jesus will God bring with Him. 

And they shall see His face ; and His Name 
shall be on their foreheads. 
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They shall hunger no more, neither thirst any 
more; neither shall the sun light on them, nor 
any heat. For the Lamb which is in the midst of 
the throne shall feed them, and shall lead them 
unto living fountains of waters: and God shall 
wipe away all tears from their eyes. 


Let not your heart be troubled: ye believe in 
God, believe also in Me. In My Father’s house 
are many mansions ; if it were not so, I would have 
told you. I go to prepare a place for you, that 
where I am, there ye may be also. 


Who shall separate us from the love of Christ ? 
I am persuaded that neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, nor height nor depth, 
nor any other creature, shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God, which is in Christ Jesus 
our Lord. 


Wherefore comfort one another with these words. 
§] Then the Minister shall say : 


Let us pray. 


A taicutY God, our heavenly Father, who art 

our Refuge and Strength, and a very present 
help in time of trouble ; enable us, we pray Thee, 
to put our trust in Thee, and seeing that we 
have an High Priest, who is touched with the 
feeling of our infirmities, may we come boldly unto 
the throne of grace, that we may obtain mercy and 
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find grace to help us, in this time of need; through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

O merciful God, the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who is the Resurrection and the Life, our 
comfort in sorrow and our joy in dying ; we thank 
Thee that Thou art the eternal home and dwelling- 
place of all who seek Thee here. We bless Thee for 
the hope Thou hast given us, telling of a light that 
fades not, and a life that cannot know the bitter- 
ness of death, where Christ and those we love await 
with Thee our coming, in Thy glory. 

Be near to us, we beseech Thee, when our dear 
ones rise to go, passing within the veil. Preserve 
us from selfish grief, and quicken rather in our 
souls the faith that they are now in peace with 
Thee. Help us to follow them, even as they 
followed Thee, and to be faithful, as were those 
we loved, till Thou dost bring us all together once 
again, where tears are wiped away, and sorrow 
cannot come. 

O Lord, who hast promised to be with Thy 

people always; be with us now as we commit to 
the grave the body of our brother departed. We 
thank Thee for whatever was manly (womanly) in 
ythe life of him whom Thou hast taken; for the 
presence in his heart of Thy saving grace (whereof 
he made profession) that enabled him to fight the 
good fight, and to endure even unto the end. 

And we pray that these things may now be 
counted unto him for righteousness, that, through 

' the gate and grave of death, he may pass to a 
joyous resurrection, for the merits of Him who 
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died and rose again for us all, even Jesus Christ 
our Lord. 

O Thou, who in Thy burial didst hallow an 
earthly sepulchre ; we beseech Thee to bless and 
hallow the grave wherein we lay this body, unto 
the day of Thy second coming to judge the world, 
when the dead shall be raised to life incorruptible ; 
through the same Jesus Christ our Lord. 

O Lord Jesu Christ, who didst weep by the 
grave of Lazarus, and who knoweth all human 
sorrow; we pray Thee for those who will feel 
sorest and heaviest this loss; that in their sorrow 
they may have Thy comfort ; that in their darkness 
Thy light may shine; that in their loneliness they 
may have Thy presence and the peace that passeth 
understanding. 

And grant, O most merciful God, that we all, 
realising the shortness and uncertainty of human 
life, may go back to the world and to our work, 
having learned in the presence of death the deeper 
meaning of life. 

Our Father which art in heaven, hallowed be 
Thy Name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done in earth, as it is in heaven. Give us this day 
our daily bread. And forgive us our trespasses, 
as we forgive them that trespass against us. And 
lead us not into temptation, but deliver us from 
evil: for Thine is the kingdom, and the power, and 
the glory, for ever and ever. Amen. 


§] When the Body has been laid in the grave, the 
Minister shall say > 
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PrORASMUCH as it hath pleased Almighty God 

to take out of this world the soul of our 
_ brother departed, we therefore commit his body to 
the ground ; earth to earth, ashes to ashes, dust 
to dust ; looking for the Resurrection of the dead, 
and the life of the world to come, through our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


§| Then may be said : 


I HEARD a voice from heaven saying unto me, 

Write, Blessed are the dead who die in the 
Lord from henceforth: yea, saith the Spirit, that 
_ they may rest from their labours: and their works 
do follow them. 


4] Or this : 


The dust returns unto the earth as it was; and 
the spirit has returned unto God who gave it. 

None of us liveth unto himself, and none dieth 
unto himself. For whether we live, we live unto 
the Lord; or whether we die, we die unto the 
Lord ; whether we live therefore or die, we are 
the Lord’s. 


§| Then the Minister may say one or other of the follow- 
ing Prayers : 
WE remember, O Lord, with thanksgiving, all 
those who have faithfully lived and nobly 
died, and are departed in the hope of Resurrection 
to Eternal Life ; especially those most dear to us, 
who have made the unseen world a home for our 
hearts. In that place of light perpetual whence 
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sorrow and mourning are far banished, Thou wilt 
give them rest, O Lord, the Lover of men. 

And for us who remain give the spirit of happi- 
ness, and the peace which comes from living close 
to our dear ones, through being one in Thee ;_ until 
the time come that we meet together in Thy 
kingdom, and death is swallowed up in victory ; 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 


¥ Or this : 


Spirit of grace and benediction, Father of Jesus 
Christ and our Father, Creator of these dying 
bodies and the Life of these undying souls; help 
us to rise above the earthly to the heavenly ; with 
Christ dying unto sin and living only unto Thee ; 
and from the light of a true life here passing at 
length into that Presence where there is fulness of 
joy and peace evermore. 

Grant us this, O Father, we beseech Thee, for 
Jesus Christ’s sake. Amen. 


{Or this : 


Grant to us, O Lord, the royalty of inward 
happiness and the serenity which comes from 
living close to Thee. Daily renew us in the sense 
of joy, and let the Eternal Spirit of the Father

eo is our Refuge and Strength, a very present 
help in trouble.

The Lord will comfort His people, and will have 
mercy on His afflicted. 

Like as a father pitieth his children, so the Lord 
pitieth them that fear Him. 

He healeth also the broken in heart, and bindeth 
up their wounds. 

He shall feed His flock like a shepherd ; He shall 
gather the lambs in His arms, and carry them in 
His bosom. 
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It is not the will of your Father which is in 
heaven, that one of these little ones should perish. 

For I say unto you that in heaven their angels 
do always behold the face of My Father which is 
in heaven. 

And they brought young children to Jesus that 
He should touch them. And Jesus said, Suffer 
the little children to come unto Me, and forbid 
them not, for of such is the kingdom of heaven.

Verily I say unto you, whosoever shall not receive 
the kingdom of God as a little child shall in nowise 
enter therein.

Have mercy upon us, O Lord, and make us of the 
number of Thy children, that at the last we may 
be found in Thee.

THE ORDER FOR 
THE ORDINATION OF MINISTERS. 


{| On the day appointed for the Ordination and Induc- 
tion, the Presbytery shall meet beforehand in the Vestry 
or Session-house of the Church, and shall be constituted, 
in the usual way, by the Moderator. 


| After all arrangements have been duly made, the 
Presbyters, together with the Candidate, shall enter the 
Church in order, and proceed to their appointed places. 
It is proper for the Candidate to be seated in front 
of the Communion Table. 


§| The preceding Service shall be as brief as may be 
conveniently arranged, so that due time be allowed for 
the Ordination, 


§] After the Sermon, Veni, Creator Spiritus 
(Hymn 136), or other suitable Hymn, shall be sung. 


§| Then shall the presiding Presbytery address the 
People in these or the like words : 


[N the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost. 

We are met here as a Presbytery to ordain this 
our brother to the office and work of the holy 
ministry, [and to induct him to the pastoral charge 
of this congregation]. As it is God who hath 
called us together into His Church, and hath given 
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us all, ministers and people, a place therein according 
to our several gifts and graces; and a right to set 
apart those whom we deem worthy to exercise 
authority and to bear rule in spiritual things; so 
it has been the common practice of the Church, 
in the Ordination [and Induction] of those who 
have been called to the office of the holy ministry, 
to read a narrative, setting forth the steps which 
have been taken by the Presbytery to lead up to 
this solemn Act and undertaking. 


§] Herve shall be vead a brief narrative, previously 
prepared by the Clerk, concluding with these, or the 
like, words : 


aoe these things having been done according 

to the law and usage of the Church, the 
Presbytery will now proceed to ordain the said 
A. B. to the office and work of the holy ministry 
[and thereafter to induct him to the pastoral 
charge of this congregation], after he has answered 
the questions appointed by the Church. 


| Then the Candidate shall stand before the presiding 
Presbyter, who shall say : 


[E48 brother, forasmuch as we believe that 

you are acting in obedience to the call of 
God, it may seem needless that we should ask for 
further assurance of your faith and integrity of 
purpose; but, in order that you may yourself 
better realise the solemn trust which is implied in 
Ordination, and the grave responsibilities under 
which you are about to be placed ;_ [and further, 
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that this present congregation of Christ may better ~ 
understand your mind and will in those things, ] 
we ask that you shall answer plainly to all these 
questions, which we, in the Name of Christ, and 
of His Church, demand of you. 


| Heve the Candidate shall answer the following 
Questions : * 

1. Do you believe the Scriptures of the Old and 
New Testaments to be the Word of God, and the 
supreme Rule of faith and duty ? 


Answer. I do. 


2. Do you accept the Twenty-four Articles of 
the Faith as the subordinate standard of this 
Church, believing the substance of the Christian 
Faith therein contained ; and do you consent that 
by this standard, constitutionally interpreted by 
the courts of this Church, your relation to this 
Church shall be determined ? 


Answer. Ido. 


3. Do you acknowledge the Presbyterian polity 
and discipline, as authorised in this Church, to be 
founded on and agreeable to, the Word of God: 
do you promise to be subject to its government 
and to take part in the administration of its affairs ; 
and, while cherishing brotherly love towards all 
the faithful followers of Christ, do you engage to 
seek the purity, peace and extension of this Church ? 

Answer. I do. 

* These questions were under discussion but not settled at time of 


publication. In the new Book of Order the questions authorised by the 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church of South Africa will be found, 
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4. Are not zeal for the glory of God, love to the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and a desire to save souls, and 
not worldly designs and interests, so far as you 
know your own heart, your great motives and 
chief inducements to enter into the office of the 
holy ministry ? 


Answer. As God is my witness, they are. 


5. Do you own and confess anew the Lord Jesus 
Christ as your Saviour and Lord; and do you 
promise faithfully to proclaim the Gospel of the 
love and grace of God, wherein He freely offers to 
all men forgiveness and eternal life, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord ? 


Answer. I do so confess and promise. 


6. Do you engage in the strength and grace of 
Jesus Christ, our Lord and Master, to live a holy 
and circumspect life, to be loyal to the call of duty, 
and faithfully to discharge all the parts of the 
ministerial work entrusted to you [among this 
people,] to the edifying of the Body of Christ, and 
to the spread of His holy Gospel ? 


Answer. I do so engage. 


§] The following question is to be put only when the 
Person ovdained is also being inducted to a Charge. 


[7. Do you feel bound in conscience before God 
to answer and satisfy the trust and desire of this 
people, who have so earnestly called you to be 
their minister, believing that this is the call of God 
to you by them ? 
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Answer. I do. | 


8. All these things you profess and promise, as 
God shall give you grace, and as you shall be 
answerable at the coming of the Lord Jesus, and 
as you would be accepted of Him at His glorious 
appearing ? 


Answer. I do so promise, the Lord being my 
Helper. 


q The questions having been answered, the presiding 
Presbytery shall say : 


bee us pray silently to God for the blessing 
of His grace on this His servant. 


§| Here shall silence be kept for a space. 
| After which shall be said the following : 


Hes the prayers of Thy people, O Lord, we 

beseech Thee: and grant Thy blessing unto 
this Thy servant, who is now to be ordained: that 
he may be enabled, through Thy grace, to perform 
all the things which he has promised before Thee ; 
and. sanctify him with Thy Spirit, according to 
Thy Word, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 


4] If the Person ordained is at the same time inducted 
to a Charge, the presiding Presbytery shall turn to the 
People, and say : 


[Do you, the People of this Congregation, 
acknowledge and receive this our brother as your 
Minister ; do you promise to reverence him for his 
work’s sake, and to encourage him in all his labours;

§] Then, the People still standing, the presiding 
Presbytery shall come to the Holy Table, and, surrounded 
by the other Presbyters shall proceed to Ordain, with the 
Laying on of Hands, the Candidate, who shall be 
directed to kneel.

Church in the world, and hast sanctified in alk 
ages the men of Thy right hand, setting them apart 
for the ministry of reconciliation, some to be 
apostles, and some prophets, and some evangelists, 
and some pastors and teachers, for the perfecting 
of the saints, for the work of the ministry, and for 
the edifying of the Body of Christ ; Look in mercy, 
we beseech Thee, on this Thy servant, whom we, 
in the Name of Christ, the only King and Head of 
the Church, do now ordain and set apart to the 
office of the holy Ministry, by the laying on of our 
hands ; (here the presiding Presbyter and the other 
Ministers shall lay their hands on the head of the 
Candidate); committing unto him authority to 
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minister Thy Word and Sacraments ; Pour down 
upon him the grace of Thy Holy Spirit, that he © 
may be a faithful preacher of righteousness and a 
true Minister of the Gospel of Thy Son. Endue 
him with the spirit of wisdom and love, of power 
and asound mind. Make him and keep him simple 
in character, pure in heart, clear in judgment, 
unselfish and earnest in purpose, and lowly in 
personal claim. As Thou hast brought him to this 
holy hour, under Thy discipline and teaching, in 
ways both secret and open, so do Thou lead him in 
days to come, that Thy Word and life may speak 
through him, that Thy love and grace may be seen 
in him, and that the mind which was in Christ 
Jesus may also be in him. Amid praise and blame, 
amid success and failure, may he, in all things, 
fulfil his ministry, unblameably and irreproveably 
in Thy sight ; so that when his day’s work is done 
he may be accounted worthy to stand before Thee, 
and to look on his Master’s face without fear and 
without shame.

We are met here as a Presbytery to induct to 
the pastoral charge of this congregation this our 
brother, who has already been ordained to the 
office and work of the holy ministry. As it is God 
who hath called us together into His Church, and 
hath given usall, ministers and people, a place therein

ID? you, the People of this Congregation, 
acknowledge and receive this our brother 
as your Minister ; do you promise to reverence him 
for his work’s sake, and to encourage him in all 
his labours ; and, finally, do you engage to maintain 
and comfort him in his ministry, as you have 
already pledged yourselves to do ? 
If so, be pleased to signify this by rising to your 
feet now. 


"| Herve the People shall stand. 


| Then, the People still standing, the presiding 
Presbytery shall come to the Holy Table, and surrounded 
by the other Presbyters shall proceed to Induct the 
Candidate, who shall be directed to kneel. 


§| Then shall follow The Induction Prayer. 


Aa cry God, who hast sanctified in all ages 

the men of Thy right hand, and set them apart 
for Thyself to minister in Thy holy Temple ; hear 
us, we beseech Thee, on behalf of this Thy servant, 
who has been chosen and called by Thy people 
here, to be set over them in holy things. We 
thank Thee for the grace with which Thou hast 
endowed him, for the learning Thou hast enabled 
him to acquire, for the wisdom his experience of 
life has taught him, and for the knowledge he

4] After the Sermon, silence should be kept for a space 
while each offers his private prayers to God; and, 
then, may be sung, the People still bowing down, the 
Hymn, Veni, Creator Spiritus. 


§| Thereafter, the Persons to be ordained and inducted 
shall present themselves before the Minister, who shall 
vead a narrative of the proceedings connected with their 
election, and put the prescribed questions. 


EARLY beloved, the Session of this Con- 
gregation, having felt the necessity of adding 

to the Eldership by the number of , duly called 
a meeting of the Congregation, by public announce- 
ment on two successive Sundays, for the evening 
of the th, 19 , whereat names were 
nominated for election; and the Congregation 
having made choice, in the mode most approved, 
of these persons, to wit, 
who had previously intimated their willingness to 
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accept the office ; the Session forthwith sustained 
their election, and appointed this Lord’s Day for 
~ their Ordination and Induction ; to which solemn 
Act we now proceed, (there being no objections 
offered), in the Name of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and by the authority committed unto us in His 
Church. 


§ Then turning to the Elders-elect, who shall stand 
up, the Minister shall say :

4. Do you engage in the strength and grace of 
Jesus Christ our Lord and Master, to rule well your 
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own house and faithfully to discharge the duties 
of the Elder’s office among this people ? 


Answer. Ido. 


5. And these things you profess and promise as 
God shall give you grace, as you shall be answerable 
at the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, and as you 
would be accepted of Him at His glorious appearing? 


Answer. Ido so profess and promise, the Lord 
being my Helper. 

§] Then the Minister shall say to those who have been 
previously ordained (if any), and who ave to be inducted 
only : 
oe you, beloved brethren, having already been 

solemnly ordained to the Office of Elder, you 
do now present yourselves in response to the call 
of this Congregation to be inducted again for the 
discharge of the active duties of your Office. You 
_ will therefore give answer to the following questions: 


1. Do you still adhere to your assent given at 
the time of your Ordination to the questions pre- 
scribed by the Church ? 


Answer. Ido. 


2. Do you accept the Office of Elder in this 
Congregation, and promise faithfully to perform 
all the duties thereof ? 


Answer. Ido. 
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3. Do you promise to study the peace, unity and 
purity of the Church, as God shall enable you by 
His grace ? 


‘ Answer. Ido. 


9 The Elders-elect having answered the questions, 
the Minister shall address to the Congregation the 
following question : 


ID? you, the members and adherents of this 
Congregation, acknowledge and receive these 
brethren as Ruling Elders, and do you promise 
to give them all due honour, encouragement and 
obedience in the Lord ? 
If so be pleased to signify this by rising to your 
feet now. 


9 Then, the People remaining standing, the Minister 
shall come to the Holy Table, and the Elders-elect having 
come forward, and devoutly kneeling before him, he shall 
proceed to set them apart.to theiy sacred office by Prayer, 
and in the case of those to be ordained, by the Laying on 
of Hands. 


Let us Pray.

¥ The Sermon being ended, the Hymn, For all the 
saints, or other appropriate Psalm or Hymn, shall be 
Sung. : 


¥ During the singing of the Hymn, the Minister, 
accompanied by the parents or friends of the deceased, 
shall proceed to the spot where the Memorial is placed ; 
and the music being ended, and the People still standing, 
he shall there make a statement relative to the person or 
persons in whose memory it has been set up. 


4] Then shall the Memorial be handed over to the care 
of the Church authorities, represented by the Minister, 
in the following words: In the name of.... (or, 
In memory of....), we hand over this Memorial 
to your charge and keeping.

§] Then shall the Minister dedicate the Memorial :

§] Zf in memory of a soldier, these words may be

4] Also, in thety case, there may be sounded the Regi- 
mental Call and Last Post; the Guard of Honour 
meanwhile standing at the salute. 


§| Here shall follow the Dedication Prayer.
